States navy early next summer. It is an excellent use to make of 
merman warships. 
The targets consist of one battleship, 
one 
’raiser, three destroyers and four submarines. They are part of 
he big fleet surrendered by Germany after the armistice, and by j 
igreement with the allies must be destroyed before August 9. 
Die navy department has announced that the rite will be cele­ 
brated with due eclat sometime between June I and July 15. It 
need cause no surprise if it occurs on July 4. No doubt the Ameri­ 
can gunners and aviators would relish such practice on that day. 
The experiment should result in valuable information, partic- 
ilarly along the line of aerial attack. It has been a much debated 
problem, in this country as in England, whether battleships were 
lot obsolete because they were too easy and vulnerable marks for 
lir bombs. Tests made with one old American battleship are not

dropped from seaplanes going at full speed at a height of nearly 
i mile. The tests will all be under battle conditions, with the 
gargets in motion, directed by wireless.

dr bombs will be assailed by gunfire. If that fails, depth chargesj 
svill be used.

Slates navy early next summer. It is an excellent use to make of 
herman warships. 
The targets consist of one battleship, 
one 
raiser, three destroyers and four submarines. They are part of | 
he big fleet surrendered by Germany after the armistice, and by 
Agreement with the allies must be destroyed before August 9. 
Hie navy department has announced that the rite will be cele- 
jrated with due eclat sometime between June I and July 15. It 
ieee! cause no surprise if ii occurs on July 4. No doubt the Ameri 
Jan gunners and aviators would relish such practice on that day. 
The experiment should result in valuable information, partic- 1 
ilarly along the line of aerial attack. It has been a much debated 
problem, in this country as in England, whether battleships were 
lot obsolete because they were too easy and vulnerable marks for 
lir bombs. Tests made with one old American battleship are not 
regarded as having settled the problem. 
They smashed things 
jp pretty wTell above deck, but did no harm below. Naval avia- 
ors win see if they can do better with the German battleship Ost- 
iriesland and the cruiser Frankfurt, and also with the obsolete 
American battleship Iowa, and probably the smaller craft. 
The bombs will weigh from JOO to 1,000 pounds and will be 
trapped from seaplanes going at full speed at a height of nearly 
mile. The tests will all be under battle conditions, with the 
gargets in motion, directed by wireless. 
Any craft not sunk by 
dr bombs will be assailed by gunfire. If that fails, depth charges 
.vill be used. 
It need cause no surprise if these tests result in a new7 im- 
xtus for the development of the air service, and a curtailment of 
jostly battleship construction. More than 1,000 bombing planes 
Jan be built for the price of one modern battleship; and however 
unequal the contect may be between a battleship and a single 
xjmbing plane, nobody imagines that the most powerful dread­ 
nought afloat could beat 1,000 of them.
